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OUTS WITH HI 
WAR MINISTERS 


Russian Ruler Accuses Advisers 
of Concealing From Him Real 
Condition of Affairs Relating to 
the Military Forces. 


REMNANTS OF THE ARMY 
NOW LODGED AT TIE PASS. 


Kuropatkin in Personal Command 

Conducts His Rear Guard Into 

‘New Pase—Peace Talk Is Heard 
on Every Side. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 12.—The 
meeting of Czar Nicholas and his war 
council has just adjourned, and, while 
nothing is given out officially, it is un- 
der stood that the decision was to con- 
tinue the war until success attended the 
efforts of the Russian armas. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

Sit. PETERSBURG, March 14—A crisis 
in the relations of Czar Nicholas and his 
cabinet has been reached and the resigna- 
tion of several of the ministers within the 
next few days would not be _ surprising. 
The Czar has been informed of the arrival] 
of Gen. Kuropatkin and his rear guard at 
Tie Pass but the Information has not tend- 
ed to soothe his ruffled temper and it is said 
that he is on the verge of taking some 
radical action at the meeting of the war 
council tonight. 

The clash between the Emperor and his 
cabinet at the meeting of the Czar and his 
ministers last Saturday, the details of 
which have just been revealed. 

The Emperor heard the reports from the 
various sources telling of the disorders in 
the empire, and then the ministers of war 
officially the Mukden disaster. 


Emperor in a Rage. 

This news was the cap sheaf of the Em- 
peror’s troubles and he flew into a rage, 
accused his ministers of concealing the 
true state of things from him, misdirecting 
him and humiliating him. 

Silence reigned while the Czar stormed. 

Finally De Witte informed the Emperor 
that under the conditions the men could 
not be expected to retain their portfolios, 
whereupon the Czar told them they might 
leave as soon as they liked. 

It is known that his majesty leans much 
to Gen. Trepoff, and at the war council 
today, at which peace measures will be 
considered, the advice of the St. Peters- 
burg governer-general will count heavily. 

Two plans will be considered today. One 
is to mobilize a new army to be rushed to 
the far East, <he other to negotiate for 
peace. 

Gen. Kuropatkin, in personal command of 
the rear guard of the retreating Russian 
army, arrived at Tie Pass today with his 
shattered command, and is now busily en- 
gaged in !ntrenching himseif, according to 
his official report today. 


Tie Pass Has Advantages. 


It is kni.wn that the situation at Tie Pass 
offers many natural advantages of defense, 
to which have been added extensive earth 
works. The latter are now being strength- 
ened, and, while the officers are engaged in 
the task of reorganizing the fragments of 
the various regiments, every able-bodied 
man is at work in the trenches. 

Rumor at Tie Pass has it that the Jap- 
anese have joined hands to the north of the 
Russians and are in a position to cut off 
their further retreat in the direction of 
Harbin, but Kuropatkin knows nothing of 
this. Telegraphic communications have not 


reported 


been cut. 
WASHINGTON, March 14.—It will sur- 


prise none in diplomatic circles here if the 
peace terms between Russia and Japan are 
practically concluded on the field between 
Gen. Kuropatkin and Marshal Oyama to 
prevent interference from the supposedly 
neutral powers of Europe. 

Japan is suspicious of al’ the European 
powers and is determined that they shall 
have no voice in the terms of peace. Rus- 
eia ia of the same mind, as she has also 
suffered from “international conference.”

Will it tend to keep the police out of politics? 

The bill takes away from the governor and confers upon the 
mayor the power to appoint the police commissioners. The 
police will have a direct interest in the election of the mayor, 
because the complete reorganization of the force may hinge upon 
the municipal election. Will it not follow inevitably that the 
police will actively support the party to which they owe their 
appointment? Will not the contro] of the police by local party 
machines tend not only to put them deep into politics, but to 
influence their attitude towards the criminal and vicious ele- 
ments, whose influence and votes would be valuable in the 
election? 

The object of the metropolitan police law was to remove the 
contro] of the police from local political influences by placing the 
power to appoint the commissioners in the hands of the gov- 
ernor, who is elected by the entire state. The fundamental idea 
of the law was that the state executive should contro] the po- 
lice as a proper function of state government. Unfortunately, 
some governors have yielded to unworthy city influences. But 
will the average of police management, under control of may- 
ors, be in-proved? Will the police be free from partisan and 
vicious influences? Will it improve the mayoralty standard?

ity careful analysis Mr. Cuthbert Powell of the Kansas City 
Journal reaches the conclusion that Mr. Garfield’s Beef Trust 
report is a mass of errors.

If, at any given moment, it is true that 
any member of the community can aid in 
the devil’s work of spreading contagion, 
it has been proved that contagion is spread 
chiefly by spitting. By taking care of the 
sputum of consumptive patients in health 
resorts it has been found possible to ren- 
der every portion of them absolutely con- 
tagion free. Where consumption used to 
be thought inherited, it is now known that 
it has been given by actual contact of the 
disease germs with the individual newly 
stricken down.
